Claims 1-16 and 19-20 are rejected. 

DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Claims 1-16 and 19-20 are under consideration in this Office Action. 

Priority 

2. It is noted that this application is a 371 of PCT/US04/34374 (10/18/04), which claims 
benefit of 60/513,284 (10/22/03). 

Drawings 

3. None. 

Election/Restriction 

Applicant's election with traverse of Group IA (claims 1-1 6 and 19-20) on 6/24/09 is 
acknowledged. 

Claims 1-5,8,10-13,15,17-20 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 
CFR 1.142(b) as being drawn to nonelected groups IA and II, there being no allowable generic 
or linking claim. 

Applicants argue the folio wings: 
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1,. Since claims 17-18 are directed to methods of using the product, if the 
compounds of Group I are allowable, the method claims 17-18 should be rejoined to the 
extent that they are also allowable because of their use. 

Regarding Applicants' argument, the examiner has noted Applicants' argument. 

However, even if none-elected group of the claims were rejoined, this would not 
put all the claims for a condition for allowance automatically so long as there are still 
some issue present in the none-elected group of the claims. For example, the examiner 
may foresee that there might be an issue regarding the method claims in the pending 
application. Therefore, applicants' argument arc not persuasive. 

Claim Objections 

Claims 1 and 20 are objected to because of the following informalities: 
In claim 1 ,the following groups are recited in the claim: 



They are belonged to the invention of Group IB; therefore , those limitation should be 
removed from the elected Group IA. Appropriate correction is required. 

In claim 20, the following aspects of the claim are recited: 

The chemical compounds are enclosed around the boxes and there are no 
commas among them and also there is no conjunction word " and" before the last 
chemical name. This type of the expression is improper. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-16 and 19-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

In claim 1, the phrase " carbon a the end of X is attached to the carbon adjacent to the 
phenyl " is recited. This expression is vague and indefinite because the claim or the specification 
does not elaborate what is meant by the term " carbon a " Appropriate correction is required.
